Food For Horses. 


In answer to an inquiry in Itoarth and 


Some, with regard to food for hones, 
Rev. John Haekell, of Lisbon, Ct, sends 
the fallowing : 


For flesh — Indian meal, six quarts a day, 


sprinkled on hay cut from,four |to six in- 
ches long. Feed at three times 
" For speed— Long hay, sprinkled with 
water; oats, twelve quarts, always dry, 
Three feeds a day. 


Occasionally two quarts of middlings, 


and, 
with every feeding, a teaspoonfnl of 
salt. 


A correspondent at Taunton, Mass, who 


lias had-chatge .of a gentleman's stable 
containing some very fine bone* (among 
them the celebrated Grand Duches?) for 
ten years, gives us his experience an fol- 
lows: 
First feed them with dry feed, if they 


are sound. A horse should moisten h» 
food with the secretions from the glands 
ol the mouth,' which, will be more abun- 
dant, with, dry than wet food. But if a 
horse baa the "heaves" or is "wind 
broke" he- should on no account be fed 
with dry food. Oats form the most nat- 
ural and nutritious food for the hone. 
For keeping a bone in good condition, the 
amount of food given should be deter- 
mined by the person having charge of 
the animal, basing his judgment on the 
•ire of the horse, also on the amount of 
labor performed. 
My regular feed is* 


Oats, three quarts; cracked corn, cne 
quart in the morning and at noon. At 6 
p m, three quarts of shorts, which is a 
simple nonruhment, and serves to keep 
tia bow.ls regular and in good condition. 
Of.cours*, the quantity should be varied 
according to the degree cf exercise taken 
by the hone. 


As often as nnce a week, a change of 


food.should be made—one feed of cut 
hay and meal, or cut hay aud aborts 
will do.- Carrots giveu occasionally, will 
Bive a fine, silky appearance to the coat.

The habit of giving much food in it

and with the aggregate no email amount 
of sand, small pebbles and the like, all of 
which, passing into the crop, assist diget-" 
tion greatly. 
But in the "henwiieV* 


mode of feeding poultry, a gnat heap is 
thrown down and the birds are allowed to 
peg away at such a rate (hat their crop is 
filled too rapidly, and the proceM of as- 
similation, is slow, painful and incomplete. 
No wonder that so many cases of choked 
crops are met with under this treatment. 
Many other diseases which affect chickens 
might be obviated by amateur breeder*, 
were a little precaution taken in eo simple 
a thing as feeding. Regularity m feeding
